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Let youngsters 
work the crops. 


The mother of a migrant family believes that 
agricultural work experience is more valuable 
to her children than the shelter of legislation

Mucu has been written concerning 
the pitiful plight of the migrant worker 
and such writers also advocate the abol- 
ishment of child-labor in the agricultural 
fields, Having spent several seasons in the 
fruit harvest, much of the time living in 
the “camps” with my five children, I can 
only say: What's so bad about a picker’s 
camp? What is so pitiful about the mi- 
grant worker? 

My husband operates a mobile repair 
service and we are considered an average 
family, However, a move to Salem, Ore. 
from Illinois several years ago, combined 
with a lumber strike, left us strangers in 
a new community—broke and jobless. 
We sold the kids’ gun and a bicycle in 
order to pay the rent on a small house 
and to buy food. Then one afternoon in 
late August, Harold came home, heart- 
sick and discouraged from a day of fruit- 
less job-hunting, to find the heuse empty. 
The children (ranging in age from five 
years to fifteen) and I, arrived a few 
minutes later with filthy, stained hands 
and blue jeans, a peck of luscious green 
beans, and $23. We had discovered the 
bean fields! 


“Best years of our lives” 


For a few days all seven of us picked 
beans, and even after Harold had found 
work, the children and I continued to 
work in the fields. We picked beans and 
“hoed strawberries,” then went south to 
Dallas, Ore. for prune-picking. My health 
and figure improved along with our fi- 
nances and our children speak of those 
first months in Oregon with nostalgia. 
The children and I spent much of our 
time during the following three years in 
the fields. We might have been called 
Anglo-migrants or “fruit tramps,” and we 
look back on that period as the “best 
years of our lives,” 

Social workers are so concerned with 
small children working in the fields. I 
am more concerned with the lack of op- 
portunity in our society for small children 
to learn to werk. I den’t suppose the 
beans five-year-old Buzz picked, added 
substantially to the family’s income, but 
my insistence that he make a pretense 
of working hastened the hours of waiting 
for us to finish, and I'm sure did not hurt 
Buzz, although I am afraid he gave 
others the impression he was being ter- 
ribly mistreated, Buzz also gave the im- 
pression of being mistreated when we 
insisted he pick up his toys. 

Perhaps I am personally to blame for 
some of the impressions social workers 
have of children being mistreated in the 
agricultural fields. In 1958, the children 
and I were living at one of the camps 
near Mount Hood when Buzz became 
ill one evening. The next morning, I left 
him at the cabin with his ten-year-old 
sister, after being assured by a migrant 
worker in the next cabin that she would 
look out for them, and the boys and I 
went to the field to pick. It was terribly 
hot and by 11 o'clock, both Rich and 
Russ were ill too. They were white and 
green by turns and vomited steadily. 
When I told the children that we would 
pack up and go into Hood River to a doc- 
tor, they confessed that they had delib- 
erately smoked themselves sick with old 
cigaret butts they had found, in order to

get out of picking. If a social worker 
happened to be in the area, she was un- 
doubtedly shocked to see a mother de- 
liver a “Pick, or else!” ultimatum to her 
obviously-sick sons. That mother showed 
no sympathy or mercy but by the follow- 
ing day, all three boys had recovered and 
no lasting harm was done. 

Most of the children like the flexible 
hours, Some days, they may appear to be 
literally “killing themselves,” when in 
reality, they have made a deal with Mom 
and Dad that if they pick a certain 
‘amount by noon, they may go swimming 
or to a movie in the afternoon when it 


becomes hot. Any parents who would de- | 


mand more of their children in the fields 
than they can do without harm to them- 
selves, would not worry about their chil- 
dren being harmed in other ways, It is 
not true that the “big farmers” can work 
kids of any age, for as many hours and 
under whatever conditions they choose. 
They may only work the children for as 
many hours and under whatever condi- 
tions the children and their parents ap- 
prove. 

I have seen families at those camps 
that made me cry. I cried because I felt 
so helpless. Because there was no way to 
help the children who were being de- 
prived, over-worked and mistreated. I 
have cried for the same reasons at movies 
and at parks and at what I have seen at 
neighbors’ homes in respectable sections 
of various cities, 


Working at work 


I have read articles which stated that 
the kids performed “hard, adult laber, 
working rapidly, mechanically, without 
pause, dripping sweat . . .” How I wish 
I could see my own children working like 
that! I worked that way when I was a 
child, and I have seen my kids work that 
way at basketball, football and other 
forms of play . , . But I do so wish I 
might see them work at work in that 
manner! 

Many people mistakenly believe that 
while other kids may work from choice, 
these migrant kids work from “stark ne- 
cessity.” How many kids work from 
choice? I mean really work—the kind 
of work that builds strong minds and 
bodies. Most kids who work do so be- 
cause of need or because they have non- 
conformist parents who still tell their off- 
spring what to do. The. fact is as true 
today as it was when I was a child: Kids 
only work as much and as hard as they 
have to. 

There is indeed a lack of sanitation and 
privacy at many of the camps. However, 
conditions at even the worst of the camps 
could be found in duplicate in nearly 
every city of any size in the United States 
and without benefit of space and sun- 
shine to help fight bacteria. 


Most of the camps have their share of 
‘drifters, drunks and other undesirable 
characters, but we all know that type of 
person is not limited to the picker’s camp, 
and as yet no one has suggested that we 
ban children from parks, movies or car- 
nivals. 

I don’t see how we can set standards 
for housing and transportation, What 
might be a fair standard for a social work- 
er, might not be a fair standard for an- 
other family. Most people instinctively 
have set their standards always just a bit. 
higher than they are now living. When 
they are in a position to do so, they will 
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of their own volition raise their living 
standards. All we can do by setting 
standards is bar many from the only 
means they have of getting a start. (And 
it might be interesting to learn how many 
of the “big farmers” themselves got their 
start working in the fields.) How can 
people who are living in wall-to-wall car- 
peted homes and driving two late model 
ears possibly decide what standards 
should be set for these migrant families? 
Just possibly, there are many who feel 
there are other standards to worry about 
besides a private room for each child and 
running water. 


Effect on education 


Though I know from my own experi- 
ence that there are many sad aspects to 
children changing schools, I do not be- 
lieve that very many educable children 
have been deprived of an education by 
either frequent moves or child-labor. Two 
of our sons had finally made the “starting 
eleven,” when a move took us to a school 
where transportation difficulties made it 
impossible for Curt to continue football. 
Russ was a senior that year, and graduat- 
ing with his class meant a lot to him. It 
meant enough to him so that he found a 
family willing to let him stay with them 
and work for his room and board. He is 
now playing college football and is at- 
tending that college on an academic scho- 
larship. 

Our 14 year-old daughter, who is a 
freshman, has attended seven different 
schools and yet she is on the honor roll. 
Buzz is among the top group in his fifth 
grade class and seems well-adjusted even 
though he attended six schools in nearly 
as many states during his first four years 
of school. 

I firmly believe that whatever these 
migrant children may lose in academic 
accomplishment by changing schools is 
more than compensated for by what they 
gain in experience and humanitarianism. 
I believe they grow bigger both physical- 
ly and spiritually because of most migrant 
families live closer to their God, than do 
many of the social workers who are so 
worried about the migrants’ plight, I do 
not believe that in terms of health, safety, 
education and decent family life, these 
migrant children are either being punish- 
ed or suffering. I don’t believe they are 
suffering in any of these categories as 
much as are the millions of children who 
are leading soft lives in homes of permis- 
sive parents who are placing so much 
importance on ‘things’ and vanity. 


Physical dangers 


I am not unaware of the physical dan- 
ger inherent in agriculture labor. I was 
shocked and horrified when I read of the 
death of a twelve-year-old girl in an acci- 
dent in the potato fields in Idaho. I was 
also shocked and horrified last snmmer 
when I watched a hysterical young girl 
being painfuluy extracted from the ferris 
wheel at a carnival after her long hair had 
become entangled in the mechanism. 
My daughter’s friend is badly scarred 
from above both knees to her ankles be- 
cause of a motor scooter accident. A boy 
died in Gallup, New Mexico last year as a 
direct result of injuries received while 
playing football. 

Without child-labor in the agricultural 
field, many children would reach their 
16th birthday never having done a day’s 
work. Our modern society insists on 
keeping them babies where work is con- 
cerned, but refuses to let them be chil- 
dren in their social life. Let's abolish 
child marriages and child-dating; perhaps 
sex education in schools or Home Ec. 
Maybe even physical education in schools 
—but not child-labor! Particularly not 
in the agricultural fields. 

When I see groups of boys and girls 
standing in the pre-dawn chill, waiting 
for the ‘picker’s bus,’ I can’t help com- 
paring them with youngsters in other 
localities where there is no agricultural 
work. These kids rise at four or five a.m. 
nearly every morning, instead of lying in 
bed until noon during summer vacation. 
They are the picture of health with their- 
sun-tanned skin and eyes shining with 
anticipation of the new boy or girl they 
may meet on that day. 

Agriculture, instead of being the last 
lingering remnant of what used to be our 
child-labor problem, is fast becoming the 
last lingering remnant of what used to be 
a chance for kids to learn to work and 
stay out of mischief, 

It has been said that a healthy industry 
cannot be built on the backs of children. 
Neither can a healthy nation be built on 
weak backs belonging to humans who 
have not learned to labor, on spineless 
youth who have been spoiled by parents 
who are earning wages that make it pos- 
sible for them to give their children 
automobiles, clothes, toys and ‘things’ 
they have not had to work for.
